1. The request filed on December 13, 2001 for a Continued Prosecution 
Application (CPA) under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/144886 
is acceptable and a CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

2. Applicants' amendment filed December 13, 2001 is acknowledged and has 
been entered. Claims 6-10, 17-29 and 36-42 have been amended. New claim 77 
has been added. As per Rule 1.126 claim 77 has been renumbered 78. Claims 1- 
43 and 78 are now pending in the present application. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

It is noted that a functional antibody requires the appropriate CDRs and 
framework regions. Applicant is required to elect a single species as it reads on a 
clone (e.g. C25, S25, C39, 1C6, 1F3 or any of the clones set forth in Table 4) or a 
particular combination of CDR and framework (e.g. VH, VL, and framework region 
3). With regard to a particular combination, Applicant should specify them by 
nucleotides of SEQ ID NO. In the interest of compact prosecution, Applicant is 
invited to provide claims as they read on functional antibodies by setting forth 
particular CDRs and framework regions. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a 
listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
